GERMANY'S STAND 
Taking a firm stand against Moscow’s pro­ 
posals to neutralize a reunited Germany, the 
West German government warns all con­ 
cerned not to toy with any idea that would 
deprive Germany of its right to form its own 
foreign policy. 
West Germany speaks with more authority 
than at any time. It has achieved a practical 
unity on that issue. Recently the West Ger­ 
man labor unions, heart cf the socialists who 
have previously opposed the Adenauer gov­ 
ernment at many points, announced they 
would cooperate with free unions everywhere 
in building up military and other strength 
for the West against the Soviet Union. 
That is the line free labor should have 
taken from the beginning. There is no free 
labor in a Communist nation. This unity and 
the demand for a build-up of strength not 
only in West Germany but elsewhere, is what 
worries Moscow’ most. 
The Reds wont weakness and indecision to 
create those conditions into which they can 
move with strength. The neutralization of 
Germany, to be foliow’ed by Russian demands 
for the same policy in Japan, would approx­ 
imate the bad situation w’hich followed the 
U. S. blundering war-time policy of uncondi­ 
tional surrender. 
There is still the uneasy thought that Ger­ 
many and Japan wore aggressors of the 
worst type and could be again. But aggres­ 
sion of a particularly nefarious kind is now’ 
directed by Soviet Russia. The active par­ 
ticipation of Germany and Japan is needed 
to keep the world in balance.

If the West has obtained one clear insight from the 
visit of Khrushchev, Mikoyan and Premier Nikolai A. 
Bulganin, it’s this: Khrushchev is the real boss of 
Russia. 
This was the first chance Western observers have 
had to see these leaders in public day by day and in 
varying situations and watch for signs of leadership. 
It was Khrushchev, head of the Russian Communist 
party, and not Bulganin, head of the Russian govern­ 
ment, who did most of the talking. 
Stalin, fixed in his ways, moved ahead by plunging 
forward like a bull. He never seemed to change. And 
almost every time he moved he made new Western 
enemies. That sardonic seldom-smiling man must 
have been hard to take, even by his intimates. 
There can be no doubt Khrushchev and the others 
want precisely what Stalin wanted: a Communist 
world The difference between Stalin and his success­ 
ors is not in aim but in tactics. 
Hie new Kremlin men are trying to appear better 
natured and more reasonable. If in that way they 
can soften up the West and weaken the alliance, so 
much the better for them. If it didn’t work, they 
haven’t lost anything. 
But that has to be demonstrated by their future 
actions. They haven’t done much more than talk yet.
